Allied research is going on 
among animals and birds at the 
University of Nebraska. . These 
creatures are so frequently car- 
riers of disease. 

These are only a few of the 
institutions which are aiding in 
this beneficient enterprise, Other 
state and municipal. universities, 
the Department of: Agriculture, 
the National Institute of Health 
are included along with private 
sanatoria in advaneement, ef a 
project which will mean the 
chance of longer life and improv- 
ed health to all of us. 

Two great drug houses grow 
the germs with which the experi- 
ments are made. In the end, the 
results will rest with the people 
themselves. 

Preventive medicine can oper- 
ate fcr good only so far as we 
observe its laws and carry out 
jis regulations. This is the part 
of the task that is given to every- 
one of you.

Guide to Charm 


FEET IS GOOD 
EASY EXERCISE 


By JACQUELINE HUNT 


T IS natural for the feet to 
cause vou a little more dis- 
comfort now that warm weather 
is coming on and you spend 
more time out of doors and on 
hard pavements. There is much 
that you can do to minimize this 
discomfort by intelligent care of 
your feet, however. 

Bathe your feet daily. If they 
are inclined to perspire excessive- 
ly give them a rub with eau de 
Cologne which is svothing and 


invigoratine, but tends to check 
the perspiration. Be sure that 
your feet are thoroughly dry be- 
fore pultuisy on your hose. A de- 
odorizins tueum will also add to 
your feot comfort.

nother effective exercise is 
niu. simple. Sit erect on a stoo) 
or chair and spread a bath towel 
on the floor in front of you. Try 
to grip the towel with the toes 
and wrinkle it up under your feet 
At first your toes may make pret- 
ty ineffectual fingers, but if you 
keep up they will become strong 
and flexible and you can wrinkle 
up the entire towel. 


For the next exercise, stand 
ready to take a forward step. The 
toes are forcibly tensed and the 
weight of the body is supported 
toward the outer sides of the feet. 
Take about twenty-five steps 
with the f2et in this position. 
This is good for the arch as it 
strengthens the muscles on the 
inner side of the foot and 
stretches those on the outside. 

This exercise stretches the heel 
tendon and _ strengthens the 
muscles that hold the arch in the 
proper position. Stand facing a 
heavy piece of furniture like a 
desk or tabl2 and about four feet 
away. Stretch your arms in front 
of you and have the weight of

Holding your head erect and 
your back rigid, lean forward, 
catching yourself with your 
hands: against the edge of the 
desk or: table.

QUESTION: “I have an irri- 
tated patch of skin on one tem- 
ple that seems to be spreading 
into my scalp.

You can 
make the sulphur ointmeng.-at 
home by mixing one otihte of 
yellow vaseline, one teaspgon dry 
sulphur and six drops carbolic 
acid. Be sure that the ingredi- 
ents are well mixed. While you 
might make the spot less notice- 
able during the day by painting 
with a calmine lotion, it-is the 
Salve that will really heal. and 
stop the infection.

PARENTAL CARE

T HAS been said that the child 
who gives his mother the most 
trouble is usually the one she 
loves best. But it is not really 
so much a matter of love as con- 
cern. The wayward child or the 
physically handicapped child 
reeds her more, she feels. She 
may love the other children as 
much, but this one she protects 
and pampers more. She may 
think she is doing it for the child, 
but she really is doing it for her- 
self. If he is a child who always 
gets into trouble, for instance, 
hiding behind mother’s skirt. or 
knowing that he can always 
come and weep. on her shoulder, 
gives him an idea that he is ex- 
pected to behave as he does.
